Indians of the Five Nations in Amity with the SubjeQts of the Crown of Exgland, and have 

deſtroyed their Indian Corn. To the end that the {aid Inaj4ns that have fo ſuftcred the 
toſs of their Corn, may be ſupplycd with what is neceſſary for their Maintenance for the Year 
enſuing, I have therefore, by and with the Advice and Conlent of His Mejeſties Conncil for this 
Province, !'rohibited the I'ranſpextation of Indian Corn and ,Peaſe from- the «County of Albany, 
Ulſter and Datcbes County, to any other County or place down the River, nntil the firſt day of 4pr:/ 
pow next enſuing. And a'l Maſters uf Sloops, and'other Veſſels are hereby prohibited accordingly, 
as they wiil an{wer the contrary at th:ir peril.
